New York, May 21.—With a 
tigerish, two fisted attack whieh 
showed him to be a dangerous figur 
in the heavyweight campaign aim 
at Gene Tunney’s title, the giant ex- 
sailor, Jack Sharkey, battered his 
way to a technical knockout victory 
over his fellow Bostonian, Jimmy 
Maloney, in the fifth round of their 
| battle at the Yankee stadium. 

Lying in wait craftily through the 
earlier round, biding his time, the 
lithe, catlike Lithuanian held the 
fire of his charge until the fourth ° 
round when he sprang with a fury 
that sent Maloney to the floor with 
a smashing right to the jaw. As the 
Irishman bounded to his feet, the 
bell clanged but his head was still 
hazy as the fifth round began. 

I a tiger stalking a bull, the 
fast striking Sharkey, teeth clench 
ed, glinting, went in for the 
kill. Another knockdown for no 
count and a wild desperate rush by 
j the br ed and bleeding Irishmar, 
then Sharkey’s swinging left hook 
shook the Irishman to his heels and 
an overhead right and a left, land- 
ng almost together, swung him 
clear off his feet with the swiftness 
f light. Gamely the fighting Irish 
man summoned al] his strength and 
tried to rise, turning over toward 
the towering Lithuanian whom he 
could hard! through  closiny 
eyes.

“Technical knockout,” then was 
salled but it carried all the finality 
of a straight “K.O.” 

To do this, Sharkey brought into 
play a powerful punch which 
brought gasps of surprise from the 
crowd. The blow that did more than 
any other to finish Maloney was a 
newly-developed weapon, a vicious 
devastating right, which carried 
even more dynamite than the hook- 
ing left on which he had pinned his 
hopes in previous fights. 

With that addition to his arma- 
ment, Sharkey became one of the 
most formidable and resourceful of 
heavyweight contenders as well as 
1 definite menace to the title of 
Gene Tunney, who looked on with 
sober attention. 

Out-hitting the heavier man, using 
his weight behind both hands, Shar- 
key beat the slugging Irishman at 
his own game of solid punching. 

Of the estimated gate receipts, 
totalling $250,000, each of the

Far more lucrative for Sharkey is 
prospect of a battle in July or 
August with Jack Dempsey, former

MOTORISTS WILL 
PRESS FOR ADVANCED 
HIGHWAY POLICY 


With Canada reaping a harvest of 
‘more than $100,000,000 yearly from 
tthe tourist traffic at the present 
time, and the summer camping 
movement from the United States 
scarcely commenced to this country, 
Alberta should energetically — pre- 
pare to meet this tremendous traffic 
at the international border with a 
system of all-weather main high- 
ways which would open the Last 
West and the wonderland — of 
mountain scenery on a seale suffic- 
ient to obtain magnificent returns 
in capital and new settlers within 
the next few years. 


This was the unanimous opinion 
of members of the Alberta Motor 
Association representing many parts
